8 feet across, and had 75 flowers and buds on it, shading in color 
from white up through delicate pink, bright pink, to lavender, 
when this photograph was'taken. The fact that it is an evergreen 
and perfectly hardy and stays in bloom for from 8 to 12 weeks 
makes it one of the most desirable ornamental plants that can be 
grown in Florida. To have it do its best it should be planted in 
good rich soil and in a partial shade.
